Washington, August 27.—The man 
power bill bringing within the army 
_ draft all men from 18 to 45 years old 
Wwas passed late today by the senate, 
with a modified work or fight clause. 

All efforts to change the age limits 
or to direct séparate classification of 
youths under 21 failed, and the measure 
now goes to conference between the 
house and senate with no difference for 
serious controversy except the work or 
fight provision. 

The senate was recorded unanimous- 
ly for the bill. enator Gore, of Okla- 
homa, who cast the only negative vote 
on the roll call, withdrew it, and was 
excused from voting. 

Final Vote Amid Cheers. 

The final vote in the senate was re- 
corded today amid unchecked applause 
from the galleries filled with specta- 
tors, who attended today’s session to 
witness final congressional action on 
the measure that will add approximate- 
ly 13,000,000 men to the potential mili- 
tary strength of the nation. 

War department chiefs are of the 
opinidn this army will enable the allies 
to defeat Germany next year. In con- 
ference the differences in the drafts of 
the bill as passed today by the senate 
and as enacted Saturday by the house 
by a vote of 336 to 2, are expected to 
be compromised speedily, and the bill, 
in its final form, transmittéd to Presi- 
gent Wilson for his signature late this 
week. Preparations being made by 
Provost Marshal General Crowder to 
carry out the provisions of the legisla- 
tion are expected to insure the regis- 
tration of all men within the ages of 
18 and 31 and 45 within a.week or ten 
days after the president attaches his 
signature. 

The senate adopted virtually all of 
the principal provisions of the bill by 
the administration, including that giv- 
ing the president authority to estab- 
lish orders of call for service of the 
men affected. President Wilson is ex- 
pected to follow the plans of the war 
department, which, according to testi- 
mony before the senate and house mili- 
tary committees by General March, 
chief of staff, and General Crowder, 
provide for the calling of youths of 18 
years after the other classes have been 
summoned and the educating. of such 
boys while training and prior to their 
being sent cverseas. 

ork-Fight Rule Modified. 

Controversy which has engrossed the 
senate since the bill’s consideration was 
begun last Thursday today centered in 
a spirited struggle over the sentiment 
against calling youths under 21 and 
on the “work or fight” amendment. 

Before adopting by a vote of 40 to 29 
the “work or fight" amendment provid- 
ing subjection to the draft of men ex- 
empted for industrial and other rea- 
sons who do not continue at work a 
proviso was added that in case of 
strikes, penalties of the work or fight 
rule shall not apply if the men submit 
their disputes to the war labor board 
and continue their labor. This limi- 
tation, offered by Senator Curhmins, of 
lowa, was incorporated 73 to 4. 

Before taking the vote on final pas- 
sage, the senate, in.crushing the op- 
position to service of youths under 21; 
twice bowled over an amendment by 
Senator Poindexter, of Washington, to 
make the minimum draft limit 19 in- 
stead of 18 years, first by a vote of 
* 58 to 14 and again 52 to 21. A proposal 
by Senator Kirby, of Arkansas, to 
make 20 the minimum age was reject- 
ed 60 to 12, while that of Senator 
Vardaman, of. Mississippi, to retain 
the present 21-year minimum was de- 
cisively defeated without. a Troll call,

Washington, August 27.—The fuel ad- 
ministration today called upon the pub- 
lic in states east of the Mississippi riv- 
er to cease the using of all classes of 
automobiles, with a few named excep- 
tions, motorcycles and motor boats on 
Sundays until further notice, as a gaso- 
liné conservation measure. Only vol- 
untary compliance with the letter and 
spirit of “the request will prevent the 
issuance of a mandatory order prohib- 
iting the use of gasoline on Sundays, 


tion. Automobiles for hire are included 
in the curtailment program. 


List of Excepted Motor Vehicles. 


Motor vehicles to which the restric- 
tions do not apply were announced as: 

Tractors and motor trucks employed 
in actual transportation of freight. 

Vehicles of physicians, used in per- 
formance of professional duties. 

Ambulances, fire apparatus, police 
patrol wagons, undertakers’ wagons 
and conveyances used for funerals. 

Railway equipment using gasoline. 

Repair outfits employed by telephone 
and public service companies. 

Motor vehicles on errands of necessity 
in rural communities where transpor- 
tation by steam or electricity is not 
available. 

The action was taken by the fuel ad- 
ministration, it was stated, to meet a 
threatened shortage of gasoline for 
shipment overseas, created by increased 
domestic demands and extensive mill- 
tary operations in France. 

“The United States fuel administra- 
tion considers it necessary that a lim- 
ited conversation of gasoline be under- 
taken, in the states east of the Missis- 
sippi river, in view of the increasing 
demand for gasoline for war purposes 
and the paramount obligation of meet- 
ing promptly, and fully all overseas 
requirements,” said a statement issued 
jointly by Administrator Garfield and 
Mark 8S. Requa, director of the oil divi- 
sion of the fuel administration. 

“An appeal is made, therefore, to the 
people of the United tates east of the 
Mississippi river to exercise rigid econ: 
omy in the consumption of gasoline 
during the next few weeks as a neces- 
sary and practical act of patriotism. 


Safeguards Are Necessary. 


“War necessities are being and will 
continue to be promptly and fully met, 
but this is the period of the year when 
consumption of gasoline is at its high- 
est, and the increased domestic de- 
mands,, together with the extensive 
military operations in France, have ren- 
dered necessary, for a limited period, 
the adoption of safeguards against pos- 
sible shortage. 

“In view of the difficulty, if not the 


impossibility, of differentiating be- 
tween the various use to which auto- 


mobiles are applied, the United States 
fuel administration believes that the 
greatest measure of economy can be 
effected with the least interference 
with the business of the country 
through the discontinuance of the use 
of all classes of motor vehicles, motor 
boats and motorcycles on Sundays. 
“The United States fuel administra- 
tion therefore requests that in the sec- 
tion of the United States east of the 
Mississippi river there shall be a dis- 
continuance of the use of the vehicles 
above specified, including all usch as 
are operated for hire, on each Sunday 
hereafter until notified that the need 
for such discontinuance has ceased.” 
After listing the exceptons to the re- 
quest, the statement makes an appeal 
“to patriotic men and women of Amer- 
ica, of the Mississippi river, to

AMBASSADOR PAGE 
QUITS LONDON POST 


Because of Ill Health He 
Has Tendered Resignation 
and Wilson Has Accept- 
ed It. | 


Washington, August 27.—Walter 
Hines Page, of Garden City, N. Y., am- 
bassador of the United States to Great 
Britain since April, 1913, because of 
ill health has submitted his resigna- 


tion to President Wilson, who has ac- | 
cepted it. 

The fact that the resignation had: 
been accepted became known unoffi- 
cially after the news that it had been 
tendered had come in an Associated 
Press dispatch from London. 

Officials would not discuss Mr. 
Page’s probable successor in the ab- 
sence ef a formal announcement of his 
retirement. 

Ambassador Page. has been the trep- 
at 


Before his appointment he was 
editor of The World's Work and a 
member of the firm of Doubleday, 
Page & Co., publishers. 

In March, 1914, he attracted consid- 
erable attention by remarks he made 
at a dinner in referring to the Mon- 
roe doctrine and the Panama canal. 
This address, which was made as a 
compliment to President Wilson’s 
speech on Central American relations, 
caused considerable discussion, but it 
was indorsed by the president after 
Mr. Page had cabled its full text to 
Washington, 

During the days when American 

troops were at Vera Cruz and were op- 
erating across the Mexican border, 
Mr. Page had a difficult role to play, 
but his work resulted in a perfect un¢ 
derstanding between Ameriga and 
Great Britain on the situation in Mex- 
ico. 
' When the war broke out Mr. Page 
was called upon to carry on labors 
which were very heavy and exacting. 
During the period before the United 
States entered the war the American 
embassy at London was one of the 
busiest spots in England. Many thou- 
sands of Americans who were abroad 
when the war demoralized travel went 
to London and there got in touch with 
their relatives in this country, or 
found means to éontinue their jour- 
neys to the United States, 

There were rumors in October, 1915, 
and December, 1916, that Mr. Page in- 
tended to resign, but they proved erro- 
neous. 

It was also said that Mr. Page was 
involved with a controversy with oth- 
er American diplomats in Europe, but 
this proved to be untrue. ° 

Since America entered the war Mr. 
Page has been active in conferences 
with governmental officials of the al- 
lies, has been at sessions of the inter- 
allied war council and has visited a 
number of the entente nations on mis- 
sions of importance. In May it was 
reported that Mr. Page was ill and was 
going on a vacation. Where he went 
was never made public, but on July 
18 it was announced that he had re- 
sumed his work at London and had 
fully recovered from his }_Indispsition.

With the American Army in France, 
August 27.—(By the Associated Press.) 
The British authorities, it has been 
learned, recently refused their permis- 
sion for Representative Ernest Lun- 
deen, of Minnesota; and Representative 
Charles H. Dillon, of South Dakota, to 
visit the British battle front.

Columbia, S. C., August 28.—Nat B. 
Dial, of Laurens, has been nominated 
for the United States senate to suc- 
ceed Senator Benjamin R. Tillman, de- 
feating both Cole L. Blease, of Colum- 
bia, and James F. Rice; of Anderson, 
in the South Carolina primary today.

100 Mexicans Probably Killed. 

While the casualties on the Mexican 
side of the border were not known 
tonight, it was estimated that 100 had 
been killed by fire from the American 
side, while at least twenty, including 
a number of civilians, were wounded. 
It was reported tonight that the mayor 
of Nogales, Sonora, was killed, but thig 
was not confirmed. 

The fighting followed the alleged ef- 
forts of a Mexican custom official to 
smuggle a fellow countryman across 
the boundary into the United States. 
An American sentry attempted to stop 
him. Two Mexicans fired at the sentry 
across the street, striking him in the 
right arm. The fire was returned by 
American patrols and after Mexicans 
had rushed from nearby buildings and

“After Curtis, as Boileau is known 
up north,” said the sheriff, “had served 
13 months at the state reformatory at 
Pontiac, IIL, on the charge of forgery 
and had been out on parole about three 
months, he returned to the reformatory 
one afternoon to pay the superintend- 
ent a little visit. While there he took 
possession of a number of signed blank 
checks that the superintendent had on 
his desk preparatory to paying some 
bills for the institution. Several days 
later when the checks came pouring in, 
the superintendent and assistant made 
up a purse and made them good.” 

Boileau, according to’ Sheriff James 
IL Lowry, of Fulton, county, had been 
in jail in Atlanta for six months before 
going on the gang, where he has just 
completed an eight months’ term. aj} 
of his offenses have been forgery of 
state officials. :

Firing Became General. 

No one seemed to know exactly what 
happened after the first shot was fired. 
An American sentry was seen to enter 
an office on International avenue with 
his arm dangling at his side with a 
bullet wound through his shoulder. 
Soon .after the firing became general 
and the crowd which rushed to the cus- 
toms house when the first shots were 
fired sought shelter behind buildings. 
Every one was ordered off the streets 
by the military.

Everywhere Germans Have 
Lost Heavily in Men Kill- 
ed or Captured, and Have 
Also Lost Numerous Guns. 
Germans Fighting Only to 
Delay Advance of Allies. 


New York, August 27.—(By Associat- 
ed Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Frenzied counter attacks by 
the foe have failed to hold back the 
British and French armies, who are 
hard after the Germans on the 75-mile 
battle front from the north of Arras 
to the region of Soissons. 

All along the front the German line 
has given before the pressure of the 
British and French troops at points 
where the falling back of the enemy 
or the capture of towns and roads run- 
ning eastward adds greatly to the al- 
ready serious predicament from the 
standpoint of strategy. 

Numerous towns, villages and ham- 


British and French in the continuation 
of the fighting, and scracely anywhere 
along the battle front have the Ger- 
mans been able to do more than Welay 


the allies when they knock for admit- 
tance to the German line. Rear guard 
actions in which innumerable machine 
guns are used also are serving merely 
to keep the allied advance slowed down 
as far as possible while the main Ger- 
man bodies make their way eastward 
in retreat toward new positions. 


BRITISH APPROACH 
GATES OF PERONNE. 

In the region around Arras the Brit- 
ish now are well astride the roads 
leading to Douai and Cambrai, and fur. 
ther south along the Somme they have 
pressed forward until they are almost 
at the gates of Peronne. 

Between the Somme and the Oise the 
French have broken the backbone of 
the German resistance at Roye, cap- 
turing this pivotal point to an invasion 
eastward of the plains of Picardy and 
advancing their lines north and south 
of the town over a front of about 12% 
miles to a depth of more than 2% 
miles at certain points. 

North of Soissons, the French, al- 
though the Germans are fighting them 
bitterly, again have advanced slightly 
their line in the outflaking movement, 
both against the Chemin-des-Dames 
region and the Noyon sector. 

Everywhere the Germans have lost 
heavily in men killed or made prisoner 
and in addition the allied troops again 
have captured numerous guns, machine 
guns and war stores. The prisoners 
taken by the British from last Wed- 
nesday to Monday of the present week 
aggregated 21,000. In the fighting 
Tuesday around St. Mard, west of Roye, 
the French secured 1,100 captives. 

The Canadian troops are fighting in 
lively fashion between the Sensee and 
Scarpe rivers, and to them have fallen 
numerous German-held villages and 
many prisoners. 


BRITISH CLOSE 
ON BAPAUME. 3 

Bapaume, one of the strategie points 
over which there has been much heavy 
fighting, is still held by the Germans, 
but the British are now s0 nearly 
around it that’ possibly few of the 
enemy remain inside the shell-torn 
town. The British on the west are in 
the outskirts of the place, and doubt- 
less it soon will be nipped out of the 
battle line in the pincer movement that 
it being employed against it. 

In the north the British already are 
across the upper end of the old Hinden- 
burg line, and if their progress con- 
tinues, they soon will be able to operate

Paris, August 27.—-(Havas. )—In 
their advance in the region of Mon- 
chy-le-Preux Monday ritish troops 
captured - more than 2,000 prisoners, 
the newspapers here say. 

On a front of six miles south of the 
Scarpe the British advanced to a max- 
imum depth of two and a half miles. 
Important gains were -made around 
Bapaume and Crolisilles, the centers 
of enemy resistance between the An- 
cre and the Scarpe. 

No Germans remain in Bapaume, 
Says the correspondent of Le Matin 
on the British front. He adds that 
patrols have penetrated the ruins 
which mark the former enemy ad- 
vanced concentration centef.

GERMANS ADMIT 
HEAVY FIGHTING

Berlin, August 27.—(Via London.)— 
The official communication from gen- 
eral headquarters today reads: 

“During the day there has been 
heavy fighting between Afras and the 
Somme. East of Arras the enemy at- 
tacked on both sides of the Scarpe. 
North of the river his attacks were 
arrested before our battlé line, which 
had been bent back on Roeux, 

“South of the Scarpe our foremost 
troops yielded on command to enemy 
attacks made with numerous tanks and 
strong infantry forces and withdrew 
to the heights of Morchy-le-Preux, 

“There the fire of our infantry and 
artillery, standing ready to repel the 
attacks, received the enemy, and after 
a bitter fight the adversary pressed 
forward over Monchy and Guemappe 
heights. Our counter attack threw 
him back to the east slope of the 
height. ; 

“A storming attack directed against 
Cherisy collapsed before that place. 
The enemy continued his attacks onj4 


North of Ba- 
paume the heights southeast of Mory 
and Beugnatre were the foci of the 
battle. After several futile storming 
attaeks the enemy got a foothold in the | 
heights in the evening. Beugnatre, 
after long fighting, still remained in

“Southwest of Bapaume the enemy 
established himself in Thilloy and 
Martinpuich. The remainder of the 
énemy attacks, repeated here on a 
broad front until late in the evening, 
collapsed sanguinarily. 

“Destroyed enemy tanks are lying 
before and behind our lines. South 6of 
Martinpuich the enemy pressed forward 
over Bazentin into Montauban. We 
threw him back out of Montauban by a 
countér thrust. Bnemy attacks south 
aa also came to a stand- 
still.’ 

The evening réport from general 
headquarters says: 

“The main point of the attempt to 
break through by the English and Ca- 
nadian troops lay south of the Scarpe. 
The thrust was stemmed in our posi- 
tions on both sides of the Arras-Cam- 
brai road.” 


GAIN FOR AUSTRIANS. 
ON ALBANIAN FRONT 


Italians Are Driven From 
Towns of Berat and 
Fieri. 


Vienna, August 27.—(Via London.)— 
In Albania Austrian troops have re- 
captured Berat and the town of Fieri, 
near the mouth of the Semeni, says the 
official statement from Austro-Hun- 
garian headquarters. The Italians lost 
heavily in men and material. 

The statement reads: 

“Fieri was recaptured Sunday after- 
hoon in sanguinary street and hotse to 
house fighting. Later we captured Be- 
rat and shortly afterward the Italians 
were driven from the dominating 
heights of Speragi and Senja. The Ital- 
ian losses in men and material were 
heavy. On the upper Devoli we fur- 
ther consolidated our successes.” 


Rome, August 27.—The Italian troops 
in Albania in the region: of the Semeni 
and Osum rivers, after checking su- 
perior enemy forces in several days of 
fighting, have retired undisturbed to 
prepared defensés, says an official 
statement. The Austrians suffered a 
sanguinary defeat August 21 and have 
not renewed their attacks since.

With the British Army in France, 
August 27.—(By the Associated Press.) 
Having been still further extended by 
attacks launched north of the River 
Scarpe, the battle today was raging 
along a field almost forty-five miles 
long, and the British, with renewed 
vigor, were rolling up the boché before 
them and sweeping constantly e&ast- 
ward. 

Nearly in the center of the battle- 
field hard fighting has been in prog- 
ress along the old Hindenburg line 
in the neighborhood of Croisilles, Fon- 
taine-les-Croisilles and Bullecourt, and 
once through the German etrong de- 
fenses in this locality, open fresh 
ground remains beyond. 

Hindénburg’s line has actually been 
pierced at one place, east of Heminel, 
and the weaker portion of it northwest 
of Fontaine-les-Croisilles, has been 
captured and mopped up. 

During today’s fighting the British 
captured high ground from which they 
can overlook the country occupied by 
the enemy for miles around, and have 
thus attained a great: - advantage. The 
Boils du Sart, one of these places, Mes 
south of the Scarpe and northeast of 
Monchy-le-Preux, and it was feared 
that here the énemy might hold up the 
advance for a time. It was captured, 
however, after a short but fierce strug- 
gle, in which the Germans lost heavily. 

Another similarly valuable point is 
Montauban, northwest of ‘Mametz, 
which fell this morning after the Ger- 
mans had been given orders to hold at 
all costs. These orders were suddenly 
changed, and the enemy retired in re- 
treat. 

Still another is Dompierre, southwest 
of Cappy-sur-Somme. Dompierre was 
reached in the forenoon. From this 
point there is low, rolling country all 
the way back to Peronne. Incidentally, 
the British at this place are only 6 
miles from Peronne, where the Somme 
bends to the south. 

British Patrols tn Bapammne. 

Bapaume, having been almost sur- 
rounded, has been entered by British 
patrols, and they have been fighting in 
the streets. The town, therefore, is a 
sort of No Man’s Land for the moment, 
but its complete capture seems only a 
matter of hours. 

The Germans are exhibiting still 
greater anxiety to met away from the 
advancing British, and even the morale 
of the enemy machine gunners seems 
to be diminishing, as they are not hold- 
ing to their posts with as much déter- 
mination as early in the battle. 
Various sections of the front saw 
fresh attacks launched today. North 
of the Scarpe, where the operations 
taken in conjunction with those south of 
the river are gradually releasing the 
pressure on Arras, the outskirts of 
Plouvain were reached, and the line 
then ran at an.angle slightly west 
and due north from this point, with the 
British still going rapidly and the en- 
emy resistance decreasing. 

South of the Searpe the British 
reached Pelves, but the situation there 
is uncertain. Almost directly south of 
it, however, the Bois du Sart and sur- 
rounding ground have been captured, 
and thus Pelves cannot possibly hold 
out for long. 

Ipndon troops approached close to 
Croisilles, but a hot machine gunfire 
from that town and other indications 
that it was held by a large garrison, 
well protected in prepared positions, 
caused them to pause for a moment. At 
the same time other troops attacked to 
the north against Fontaine-les-Croi- 
silles. Having reached the outskirts of 
that place they then swung southward 
to outflank Croisilles. They are méet- 
ing with stiff resistance here, but the 
Germans are rapidly being overcome. 

To the south of this place the Brit- 
ish have pushed well to the east of 


St. Leger, and are now fighting just 
northwest of Bsoust-St. Me 
that town and Croisilles. Wighting 
likewise is in progress in the outskirts 
of Vaulx-Vrancourt. 

East of Bapaume the line has been 
extended along the railway to Cambral. 


Maricourt and the ground to the east 
of it are well in British hands. Trones 
station and wood and the ground to the 
east, which is valuable pecause it is 
high, were captured, as well as Moulin 
de Fargy, on the Somme river bank, 
which was in the British front lines at 
the opening of the first battle of the 
Somme. Vaux wood also was occupied 
and is held firmly. 

After an all-night fight Wancourt 
tower and town, south of the Scarpe, 
were taken and the important Heninel 
ridge, as well as Heninel village, also 
were captured. 

Most of the operations south of the 
Somme have been carried out by a 
comparatively “peaceful penetration,” 
for the Germans in this territory are 
offering hardly any resistance, and the 
Australians are simply pushing ahead, 
rounding up Villages, wood and ground 
without having any definite objective. 

It was to the north of the Somme 
that the formidable organised attack 
was launched by the British on an 
8,000-yard front this morning, and it 
was this which had such good results 
in ground gaining.

While Benedict C. Crowell 
Is Given Ministry of Mu- 
nitions — Administration 
Yields to Demand for Ef- 
ficiency. 


Washington, August 27.—Virtual es- 
tablishment of ministries of munitions 
and aviation, and the appointment of 
Benedict C. Crowell, first assistant sec- 
retary of war, and John D. Ryan, chief 
of the bureau of military aeronautics, 
as the respective heads was announced 
today by Secretary Baker. While the 
fficial statement refers to the appoint- 
ees as “directors of munitions” and 
“director of air service,” the changes 
evidently are intended to erect separate 
organizations, each under direct con- 
trol of one man, who will hold wide 
powers and be entrusted with all re- 
sponsibility in those fields. 

Mr. Ryan, with his new duties, as- 
sumes the position of second assistant 
secretary or war, vice Edward R. Stet- 
tinius, who is now abroad in connection 
with important government: matters. 
Mr, Stettinius is to remain in France 
indefinitely, it was announced, as spe- 
cial representative of the war depart- 
ment “with full power to carry out 
the special missions with which he is 
charged.” 

Consolidation Long Ureed. 

The necessity for the eventual con- 
solidation of the various activities con- 
nected with the munitions program has 
been repeatedly predicted since the 
‘early days of the war. Experiences of 
Great Britain, prior to the establish- 
ment of a distinct ministry of muni- 
tions, led many experts to recommend 
similar action as a remedy for diffi- 
culties in this country. Secretary Ba- 
ker is understood to have hesitated to 
approve the proposal, believing that it 
was not necessary at the time when the 
United States army was in the making, 
but that it might be taken up when 
the country’s industry was organized 
for the tremendous production requir- 
ed by an army numbering millions in- 
stead of thousands. 

Mr. Crowell, since his appointment 
as chief assistant to Mr. Baker, has had 
special charge of industrial matters 
coming before the war department. His 
designation as director of munitions, 
will mean in reality but slight change 
from the work in which he has already 
been engaged. Additional authority 
now has been delegated, however, which 
will enable Mr. Cro, ‘| to handle the 


large problems embraced in the task ' 


described by Secretary Baker as “seeing 
the munitions required for our milli- 
tary operations are produced and fur- 
nished to the army in the field.”

Hot corm cakes and maple syrup. 
oatmeal with dates and cream, hot 
muffins and sliced peaches.” 

If any of these things were called 
to you early some morning you would 
not hesitate a minute about coming to 
the breakfast table, would you? They 
all sound as if they would “hit the 
right spot.” There is not one of them 
which requires~the presence of the 
sugar bowl on the breakfast table. 


Breakfast, by common consent, has 
come to mean a meal which lowers the 
sugar bowl by inches. Cereal covered 
with sugar; coffee with a grainy sedi- 
ment in the bottom of the cup: fresh 
fruit with its natural flavor almost lost 
under the heaped-up sugar. These have 
been the common dishes at breakfast 
in the late, luxurious years. ; 


Sugar has not always been consid- 
ered a breakfast necessity. Many of us 
can remember how surprised our 
grandmothers were when we heaped 


sugar on our corn meal mush. | 
“You don’t need sugar on mush,”

they would say, remembering days 
when white sugar was not so plentiful. 


“If you must have flavor, try a little 
grated nutmeg. It’s good.” 


Sugar on the breakfast table is & 
matter of taste, not bodily need. It 
adds flavor to a good many foods and 
spoils the natural flavor of others. It 
has been used more and more indis- 


criminately until the American break-. 


fast eaters have come to sugar aimost 
everything but their eggs. 


Many foods which are served at the 
morning meal are so highly flavored 
that the addition of sugar is pure ex~ 
travagance. Coffee has a flavor of its 
own, which needs no improvement; 
fresh fruits are highly flavored and al- 
ready contain sugar. 


To foods such as cereals, which may 
taste “flat,” the addition of a little 
fruit or syrup makes sugar unneces- 
sary. The real epicure, prefers salt. 
Sugar is often used simply because it 
is on the table. Leave the bowl in the 
pantry and see how little it is missed.

SUGAR BARRED ONE WEEK 
T0 THE HOTEL SAVANNAH 


Red Cross Contribution of 
$500 by Hicks Hotel Will 
Be Returned. 


After a thorough investigation of the 


reported violations of the food con- 
servation rules by the Hicks hotel and 
the Hotel Savannah, at Savannah, Ga, 
the state food administration returned 
$500, which the Hicks hotel volunta- 
rily contributed to the Red Cross and 
deprived the Savannah hotel of any 
sugar for the first week in September 
for use in their bakery department. 


The decision of the administration,, 


which was made Tuesday, is as follows: 

The food administratiom has made a thor- 
ough investigation of the reported hotel 
violations by the Hicks hotel and the Ho- 
tel Savannah, at Savannah, Ga. 

The Hicks hotel case has been tried and 
@ penalty pug on them for violating the 
conservation les of meat and bread. They 
have been deprived of the use of beef for 
& period and voluntarily contributed $500 
to the Red Cross, This check has been 
held up pending a thorough investigation 
of the entire situation. 

The charge against the Hotel Savannah 
was that they had in possession an excess 
amount of sugar, subjecting themselves to 
be proceeded against for hoarding. 

Vassar Woolley, of the food administra- 
tion, was recently in Savannah for the pur- 
pose of investigating these two cases and 
reported that the situation was different 
from what it was at the time the Hicks 
hotel case was tried, and that the two 
cases should be considered together. 


It was admitted by the Hotel Savannah 
that they had an excess amount of sugar 
bought by its previous manager, and it was 
claimed that as the manager was connect- 
ed with the food administration the hotel 
proprietors relied on his opinion that the 
amount of sugar in possession was not in 
excess, 


Mr. Woolley recommended that tn view of 
the fact that the connection of the former 
manager, George Benton, with both the ho- 
tel and the food administration has been 
severed, that the punishment of the Hotel 
Savannah should be lenient and recommend- 
ed that the excess sugar in possession of 
the Hotel Savannah, which was bought from 
Solomon Sheftal & Brothers, be returned to 
them and they be required to refund the 
money paid for it 


It was further required that the Hotel 
Savannah procure all in the future 
on certificates and that they be deprived 
of sugar for the first week in September 
for use in their bakery department. Also 
the Hotel Savannah is required to post 


conspicuotisly in the hotel a sign showing }. 


their compliance with these requirements, 
that no bakery products prepared by that 
hotel should be used during that week. 

It igs also recommended that the contri- 
bution of $500 by the Hicks hotel be re- 
turned to them. 


Mr. Woolley also reports that the inves- 


tigation and inspection of the Hotel Sa- 
vannah was entirely reguiar and that all 
proceedings against both the Hicks hotel 
and Hotel Savannah were in the due and 
proper administration of the Chatham coun- 
ty food administration. He also found that 
the charges of improper motives or in- 
fluences are without foundation, 

The above report has been approved by 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal food admin- 
istrator for Georgia,

So wise and efficient was Mr. Harris’ administration af the Census 
Bureau that when the Federal Trade Board was created President Wilson 
promoted him by appointing him a member of that board. After two years’ 
service his record on the commission was such that his ability was recog- 
nized by his colleagues, who elected him chairman of the board.

Senate Anti and Prohi 
Leaders Agree on That 
Date and Passage of the 
Dry Bill Will Follow. 


August 27.—With a 
general, informal understanding to 
provide for nation-wide “bone dry” 
prohibition beginning July 1, 1919, and 
continuing during the war, the senate 
tomorrow will resume consideration of 
the prohibition measure which has been 
pending for many months. 

Leaders of both “wet” and “dry” fac- 
tions late today announced that sen- 
timent was general in the support of 
the compromise negotiated to postpone 
the effective date of absolute prohibi- 
tion from January 1, 1919, as proposed 
in the pending bill, until July 1 next. 
Prompt passage of the measure with 
the compromise included was predict- 
ed. Some leaders believed it might 
be passed tomorrow, but Senator Shep- 
pard, of Texas, manager of the “dry” 
forces, said final vote probably would 
not be reached before Thursday. 

Under the compromise arranged by 
the leaders of the two senate factions, 
to be formally presented as an amend- 
ment by Senator Sheppard, manufacture 
of beer and wines would stop May 1, 
1919, instead of November 1, 1918, as 
provided in the present bill. Produc- 
tion of distilled beverages already has 
ceased under the food control law. 

Wine interests are expected to make 
@ final fight to postpone operation of 
the measure. At a hearing today be- 
fore the senate agricultural committee, 
representatives of California grape 
growers asked for postponement of the 
prohibition effective date until July 
1, 1920. 

They said the July 1 compromise 
would benefit wine makers, but would 
cause enormous losses to grape grow- 
ers. 

Senator Gore, of Oklahomm, chairman 
of the committee, said the federal 
amendment would be ratified by the 
states by next January or February, 
to become effective one year after rati- 
fication. 

E. M. Sheehan, of Sacramento, secre- 
ry of the California state board of ag- 
riculture, replied that the grape inter- 
ests in California were preparing for 
national prohibition by curtailing their 
production, and when two-thirds of the 
states expressed a desire for national 
prohibition, they would be willing to 
abandon their business. 

The hearing will be continued tomor- 
row.

ment, the final fate of which generally 
is regarded in doubt because of house 
opposition and lack of administration 
support, the senate wrote in an 
amendment by Senator Penrose, of 
Pennsylvania, republican, providing 
that draft boards shall determine ques- 
tions on deferred classifications with- 
out requiring registrants to claim ex- 
emption or deferred classification. 
Hew Senators Voted. 

In sustaining the “work-or-fight” 
amendment, Senator McKellar, of 
Tennessee, squarely presented the 
issue by moving to strike it from the 
bill The bill was 40 to 29 against 
the McKellar motion.

Senator McKellar declared the pres- 
ent draft regulations make the “work 
or fight” legislation unnecessary and 
that the administration of the law 
should be left in the president’s hands. 

Text of the Amendment. 
The “work or fight” amendment as 


retained in the bill, provides: 

“That when any persons shall have 
been placed in a deferred or exempted 
class for any of the reasons in this 
paragraph set forth, he shall not be en- 
titled to remain therein unless he shall 
in good faith continue, while physic- 
ally able so to do, to work at and 
follow such occupation, employment or 
business, and if he fails so to do, he 
shall again become subject to the draft. 
The president shall make regulations 
for enforcing this provision. 

“This proviso shall not apply in the 
case of a strike if the strikers have 
submitted or willing to submit the dis- 
pute to the war labor board, agree to 
abide and do abide by its decision and 
do at once resume work and continue 
work pending such decision. The said 
board shall take up and decide all 
such disputes as speedily as practica- 
ble.” . 

Vigorous support for the “work or 
fight” clause was given in the de- 
bate by Senator Poindexter, of Wash- 
ington, who said “so-called labor lead- 
ers” opposing the section do not truly 
represent American working men. He 
expressed the opinion that a majority 
of working men do not seek any spe- 
cial privilege or exemption under the 
draft law and resent the activity of 


union leaders. 
Beat Germany, Hitchcock Urges. 


Speaking in support of making 18 
years the minimum, Senator Hitchcock 
declared that before peace can come 


‘we must have a great military triumph. 


In order to teach Germany that her 
system is wrong the people must have 
a great military disaster, he declared. 

“He that lives by the sword must 

perish by the sword,” added Senator 
Hitchcock, who is chairman of the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee. “They 
must learn that lesson.” 
The German people, he continued, 
must discover that their only way to 
live is as other nations live and must 
learn to accept justice in preference 
to force of arms. They will not agree 
to that, however, Senator Hitchcock 
added, until they have tasted of mili- 
tary defeat. 

Senator Hitchock said originally he 
had been opposed to lowering the min- 
imum draft age below 21 years, but 
since that time, times have changed. 
Because of the importance of America’s 
industries in the prosecution of ‘the 
war, he said it is necessary not to dis- 
turb them any more than possible and 
for that reason it is necessary in or- 
der to increase the size of our army 
and yet not take men who are essen- 
tial to our war industries to extend the 
draft age. 

No Drafting ef Congressmen. 

The senate rejected, by a vote of 54 
to 9, an amendment by Senator Fall, 
of New Mexico, which would have ex- 
tended the draft ages from 18 to 60 
and would have classified all regis- 
trants for military or industrial sery- 
ice, 

The amendment would have 
members of congress liable 
draft. 

Thoss opposing the Fall amendment 
said it might wipe out congress, the 
supreme court and all state and civic 
organizations. Senators giving it their 
votes were Calder, Fall, France, Fre- 
linghuysen, McCumber, New, Sherman, 
Townsend and Watson. 

An amendment by Senator France, of 
Maryland, authorizing badges for men 
exempted for industrial and other 
service was adopted without objection. 

Republican Criticises Wilson. 

Speaking in the hous@ today, 
Representative Rodenberg, of IIli- 
nois, republican, challenged Presi- 
dent Wilson’s recent statement that 
“politics is adjourned,” and _  ecriti- 
cised the president for recent published 
letters in opposition to the candidacy 
of certain members of the house and 
the senate. He referred particularly 
to the president’s opposition to the re- 
nomination of Representative Slayden, 
of Texas; Representative Huddleston,

PLATTSBURG STUDENTS. 
EAGER FOR SERVIC 


| Georgia Boys at Big Training 


Camp Dislike Deferred 
Class Status. 


Plattsburg, N. Y., August 27.—(Spe- 
cial)—Although they came here from 
their colleges under the war depart- 
ment’s plan to train them to become 
assistant instructors in military sci- 
ence and tactics at their respective 
colleges this fall, and are intended to 
be returned to the colleges for that 
purpose at the close of this camp, on 
September 16, the 18, 19 and 20-year-old 
students seem to have lost all sight 
of the original purposes of the camp 
and their whole interest now is cen- 
tered on what congress will do, in the 
next few days, on the man-power bill. 

The students, under 21, will be great- 
ly disappointed if the bill provides that 
they must be put in the class that 
is to wait until after the men up to 
45 years of age have been summoned 
to the colors. They have been in hopes 
that when the age limit was lowered 


to 1@ that an opportunity weuld be 
given them to continue along with an 
additional two months’ course in the 
hope that at the end of that period 
they would qualify for commissions as 
second lieutenants and be inducted into 
the service by at least the first of the 
year. The camp records show that 
there are 589 students here who are 
between the ages of 18 and 19; 866 who 
are between 19 and 20, and 1,022 who 
are between 20 and 21 years of age, a 
total of 2,477. Five hundred and forty- 
nine students are 21 or a few months 


over. - 

These figures allude only to the 
students who came to this second camp 
from non-military colleges. The stu- 
dents of the first camp, in June, who 
returned here for the present tour and 
are serving as non-commissioned of- 
ficers and assistant instructors and in 
some cases as acting second lieutenants, 
are all of age or over, with the excep- 
tion of a very few who will have reach- 
ed the present legal age within the 
next month or two, and these men are 
all expected to be commissioned sec- 
ond lieutenants before the close of the 
camp. They number about 700. 

The training for the students was all 
supposed to be accomplished at this 
camp, but on Monday last an order 
was received from the adjutant gea- 
eral ordering 212 of the students to 
wae l by next Monday at Camp Han- 
cock, Georgia, and Camp Perry, Ohio, 
170 for the latter camp for instruction 
at the sfhall arms firing school, and 
forty-two for the former camp for ma- 
chine gun instruction. The two detach- 
ments left Plattsburg yesterday for 
their designation. The instruction will 
terminate at the same time as does the 
instruction at this camp.

THE GROWTH OF AN IDEA. 

While traffic chief of the Union Pacific 
railway system some years ago, B. L. Win- 
chell introduced what was then a startling 
innovation in railroad circles by, as he 
termed it, “advertising for complaints.” 

That is to say, he asked all patrons of 
the Union Pacific who felt that they had 
been aggrieved or improperly or unjustly 
treated by the company or its employees 
to make their complaints directly to him; 
his theory being that if anything goes wrong 
or any breach of propriety is committed 
anywhere in a department of a public-serv- 
ing business the wrong can be corrected 
and adjustments of grievances made more 
promptly, more justly and more satisfacto- 
rily all round if they are at first hand placed 
before the executive who has to deal with 
them. 

The “advertising for complaints” pol- 
icy, once the public and the railroad organ- 
ization became accustomed to it, proved 
abundantly satisfactory, and it is accred- 
ited with having contributed very largely 
to the remarkable success of the great 
Union Pacific system. 

A short time ago, or soon after Mr. 
Winchell became regional director of trans- 
portation for the United States railroad ad- 
ministration, with headquarters in Atlanta, 
he invoked his original “advertising for 
complaints” policy on a broader scale, ap- 
plying it to the entire rail region under his 
jurisdiction, “to show,” he said at the time, 
“that federal control of the railroads can 
be handled in a cordial, co-operative and 
even a sympathetic, manner!” 

How gratifying, then, it must be to Mr. 
Winchell and to his many friends now to 
see the policy he inaugurated as an experi- 
ment on a small scale years ago adopted 
by the federal government. and made to 
apply to the whole federal railroad admin- 
istration! 

That is precisely what has been done, 
according to the Associated Press. 

Director General McAdoo, said the news 
report, has announced the establishment of 
a railroad administration “bureau for sug- 
gestion and complaint,” with headquarters 
in Washington, for purposes identical with 
those inspiring Mr. Winchell’s original 
~ idea, and to be conducted along lines origt- 
'. nally laid down by him as an executive em- 
_ ployee of the Union Pacific, but, of course, 
on a greatly enlarged scale. 

Thus has a common-sense and practical 
idea grown to nation-wide proportions; thus 
has a wise impulse borne fruit in excess 
of even the most extravagant fancy of the 
brain which planted the seed!

(By Charles N. Wheeler, London Correspond- 
ent of Chicago Tribune.) 

London, June 30.—On August 5, 1914, the 
day after war was declared, I increased our 
advertising space. From that day I have 
been buying all the advertising space avail- 
able. I would do more advertising today if 
I could get the space. 

‘We are limited only by the limitations 
of the mewspapers. We are taking right 
now every inch they will give us and at 
rates that would make us in the states turn 
somersaults and fall over backwards. 

“I am paying at the rate of $1.00 per 
agate line for display space right now. I 
will take more space if they will give it 
to me—and at that rate. I probably will 
pay more before the war ia over. But I will 
take all they will give. 

“The first four months of this year have 
been the biggest four months in our history. 
This growth has come because we have 
forced it. At.the beginning of this year 
we were the sixteenth largest house of the 
kind in the world. At the end of this year 
we will be the sixth. Within two years after 
the new store building is completed we will

“A big factor—a very big factor—in this 
record has been and will continue to be 
newspaper advertising. We never could have 
broken through these traditions over here 
without it.

“The rules of taxation shall 
as to any given class and taxes shall be 
levied upon such property as the general 
assembly shall prescribe, and may be levied 
ad valorem upon any given class of property 
without regard to the method used in levy - 
ing taxes on any other class of propert, 
Taxes may also be imposed on incomes, in- 
heritances, privileges and occupations, which 
taxes may be graduated and progressive, and 
reasonable exemptions may be provided’ in 
addition to those hereinafter specifically 
mentioned,” etc.

Judge Harwell’s Office

The following statement was given: out 
yesterday from Judge Frank Harwell's of- 
fice, in reference to the race for judge of 
the court of appeals:

Ex-Candidate for Senate 
Makes Strong Speech at 


Clayton in Support of Har-| 


ris, Following President’s 
Request. 


Clayton, Ga., August 27.—(Special.) 
Speaking here today before a large 
audience of Rabun county voters; H. 
H. Dean, ex-candidate for the United 
‘States senate, made a strong appeal 
for support for William J. Harris, and 
called upon all the loyal voters of the 
state to rally to the candidate who 
had the approval of the president, in 
order to make sure the defeat of 
Thomas W. Hardwick. Mr. Dean de- 
clared that he was speaking for Mr. 
Harris following the letter from Pres- 
ident Wilson requesting all « loyal 
Georgians to concentrate on Harris. 

In his speech Mr. Dean went care- 


fully into the records of both Senator | 


Hardwick and of William Schley How- 
ard and stated that “a vote for How- 
ard was half a vote for Hardwick.” 

In his speech, Mr. Dean said: 

“In times of peace independence of 
thought, action, speech and movement is 
the crowning glory of American inde- 
pendence.

sition, but Tuesday morning his attor- 
neys and Attorneys Colquitt and Con- 
yers, counsel for the power company, 
failed to agree on certain details, and 
the hearing was resumed. 

Vice President Anderson, of the 
Bibb company, went on the stand and 
stated that the action of the company 
in transferring its government work 
from Columbus, Ga., to the Osprey mill 
‘at Porterdale, Friday night, was not 
done for the purpose of influencing the 
court. He gaid that if the company 
had desired to influence the court’s de- 
cision, the change would have been

Government to Help Provide 
Rooms for Workers. 


Notwithstanding the fact that thou- 
sands of stenographers and typewriters 
have been appointed in the government 


service in Washington, D. C., since 
the United States entered war, the 
United States civil service commission 
announced that there is pressing need 
for thousands more of this class. Wom- 
en especially are urged to offer their 
services for this office work and thus 
help in a practical way in the nation’s 
great undertaking. Entrance salaries 
range from .$1,000 to $1,200 a _ year. 
Most appointments are made at $1,100. 

The room registration offices of the 
District of Columbia Council of De- 
fense maintains a list of rooms in pri- 
vate homes in Washington, which are 
available to newly-appointed govern- 
ment clerks. All rooms are carefully 
inspected before being listed. The room 
registration office states that the usual 
charge for rooming accommodations 
with board, that is the two principal 
meals of the day, is $40 per month.

Forest Hills, N. Y., August 27.—

Doping the World’s Series 
: 4--Second Basemen

Imagine a@ world’s series in which 
the dupe indicates that Davey Shean, 
cast-off by half a dozen major league 
clubs, is the class of three players who 
figure to have a chance to participate 
in the contests. 

Second base, the most important of 
the infield positions, the keystone of 
the defense, the most difficult posi- 
tion on a team to play properly (al- 
though-shortstops will argue this) with 
two men of low power playing a world’s 
series. It shows to’ what an extent 
baseball has slumped this season. 

The dope figures show that the class 
of the second basemen in this world’s 
series is more than a 100 points lower 
than in the 1917 series, and it is pos- 
Sible that the final figures will indi- 
cate that second base is the weakest 
point in the teams engaged. That fact 
equalizes matters considerably, but 
accents the opportunity for luck in 
hitting and the breaks of,.the game to 
decide a series, the object of which 
was to prove which is the best team. 

Do not think that this is any severe 
criticism of Shean, Zeider or Turner. 
They are three veterans, faithfu] and 
hard working, but lacking in qualities 
that make great stars in baseball. 


Shean Improves. 


Shean is perhaps one of the most in- 
teresting cases in the history of the 
game. Discarded all around the cir- 
cuit because of weak hitting, he has 
been a faithful if rather plodding play- 
er, smart, intelligent and earnest. This 
year he got his chance and has seized 
it. There is a psychological effect on 
all players in being with a winning 
team, and usually takes form of a sharp 
increase in hitting. Also it is inevita- 
ble that infielding on a winning team 
with good pitching is easier than work- 
ing behind pitchers who are being hit 
hard all the time. * Further, the pitch- 
ing against a winning team always is 
softer on the average. 

All of these things have tended to 
improve Shean’s work, but the great 
increase has been in spirit and confi- 
dence he has found at last, 

When wé6 come to apply these to a 
world’s series, however, the psycholog- 
ical effect diminishes. Shean has gain- 
ed some points because the pitching 
which the Cubs will use to stop Ruth, 
McInnis, Hooper and the eat hitters 
of the team also will tend to help 
Shean’s chances of hitting safely. You 
often find that the supposed weak hit- 


ters of a world’s series team are the 
batting heroes, merely because the 
pitchers exhaust themselves and their 
arts to stop the sluggers and are 
bumped by those not expected to hit 
hard. 

However, we cannot figure Shean to 
do any great amount of hitting against 
the Cub twirlers. In fact, it looks ag 


if we are compelled to almost count 
the second basemen out of the attack. 
They certainly do not figure to have a 
place among the shock troops. 


Zeider Erratic. 


Rollie Zeider always has been a weak 
hitter, and often an erratic fielder, but 
Zeider is a dangerous ball player. He 
is extremely smart, resourceful and 
tricky, and if the rules permitted steal- 
ing first base he would today rank as 
one of the Ty Cobbs of the game.

Mitchell has been tryifg Pick 
out at second to replace Zeider in case 
the veteran’s feet bother him in the 
series, but one thing is certain, and 
that is that Zeider will play with both 
feet off unless ordered out. He is one 
of the gamest men in baseball. 

Tuck Turner’s chances of engaging

ISLANDS DEVASTATED 
ON N. CAROLINA COAST

Word was received late today 
ifrom Fort Hauchuca that reinforce- 
ments were being hurried toward No- 
gales and would be here by tomorrow 
morning. 

Like the main street of a moving 
picture frontier town, International 
avenue, where the fighting started, zig- 
zagged its way along the international 
boundary line between Mexico and the 
United States and forms the main busi- 
ness street of towns in two republics. 

American sentries patrol the boun- 
dary night and dey, while Mexican sen- 
tries in their slate-color uniform, pa- 
trol the opposite side of the wide busi- 
ness street. Customs guards and pa- 
trol squads have their stations at the 
American and Mexican customs house, 
which face each other across the street. 

Seene of Many Battles. 

Nogales, Ariz., is a progressive Arizo- 
na border town with modern houses, 
two and three-story business buildings 
on International avenue and residence 
streets lined with palm and umbrella 
trees. Nogales, Sonora, the Mexican 
town, is a typical Mexican border town 
with square adobe houses resembling 
cubes of native brown sugar. 

Nogales, Sonora, has been the scene 
of a number of border battles. The 
Diaz federal troops were defeated and 
forced to cross the border and surren- 
der to American troops. They were 
commanded by Colonel Emilio Koster- 
litzzky, a Polish officer in the Mexican 
federal army. 

A clash between American troops and 
Mexican rébels also occurred there dur- 
ing the Villa-Carranza fighting. The 
Carranza troops were fired upon by 
mistake when it was thought they were 
Villa followers attempting to raid the 
American side of the border. 

The beautiful residence of Ignacia 
Bonillas, ambassador to Washington, is 
located within sight of the international 
line, Nogales being his home. 

General Cabell Goes to Scene. i. 

San Antonio, Texas, August 27.—Be-

UNIVERSAL WAR BREAD 
FOR ALL ALLED NATIONS 


Provided in/New Regulations 
Issued by Herbert 


Hoover. 


Washington, August 27.—Universal 
war bread for all the nations arrayed 
against the central powers, is provided 
for in new regulations announced by 
Food Administrator Hoover today un- 
der which wheat flour restrictions in 
the United States are relaxed and the 
allies given bread containing more 
wheat than they have had since the 
early days of the war. The regulations 
are effective September 1, and wheat- 
less days and Wheatless meals will be 
discontinued on that daté. 

Under an international bread policy 
formulated by the interallied food coun- 
cil in London, all bread made after Sep- 
tember for France, England, Italy, the 


United States-.and the other allies will 
be made of mixed flour containing 80 
per cent wheat flour and 20 per cent 
subcereals. 

All present baking regulations in 
conflict with the new plan are rescind- 


jed, included the half-and-half control- 


ing flour sales to householders and that 
permitting bakers to use only 70 per 
cent of their normal supply of wheat 
flour. 

All rationing of bread among the 


;|}allied nations will be discontinued and 


Plenty of the new “victory bread” is 
assured the: civil populations at a time 
when the wheat situation in Germany 
and Austria is anything but promising. 

Ready mixed flour in the proportions 
allowed by the food administration in 
accordance with its milling standards 
will be available for purchases by 
householders, although this is not com-~ 
pulsory. They are urged, however, to 
buy the ready-mixed victory flour, but 
where pure wheat flour is purchased 
the regulations require retailers to sell 
20 per cent of substitutes at the same 
time to each purchaser. The food ad- 
ministration relies on householders vol- 
untarily to mix their bread in the same 
proportion required of bakers. 

All so-called “victory flours” may 
be sold without substitutes, the regu- 
lations provide, but at no greater price 
from the miller, wholesaler or retailer 
than in the case of standard wheat 
flour. ; 

Whole wheat or graham flour may 
be used without substitutes, but it must 
contain at least 95 per cent of the 
wheat berry. — 

Manufacturers of alimentary pastes 
and wheat breakfast foods are limited 
to their normal] consumption of wheat 
or wheat flour with the understanding 
that they are not to unduly expand 
their ordinary consumption and the 
rules prohibiting the starting of new 


1, 1918, are rescinded. 

Ability to provide the allies with 
the new bread and relaxation of the 
restrictions on wheat in America, of- 
ficial of the food administration de- 
clared, was made possible by the sac- 
rifices by the American people in ob- 
serving the conservation program of 
the administration last year and the 
bumper wheat crop raised by the farm- 
ers. 


EVADED WAR TAXES 
MOUNTING TO MILLIONS 


Washington, August 27.—Examina- 
tion of the ‘business records of about 
265 coal producing companies by ex- 
perts of the international revenue bu- 
reau has disclosed unreported profits 
yielding more than $5,000,000 additionar 
tax revenue to the government. More 
| than 2,500,000 companies remain to be 
examined and officials expect to gather 
a total of $50,000,000 taxes from these 
sources. 

Some cases represent evident at- 
tempts to evade tax payments, but a 
large proportion, officials explained, re- 
flect difficulty by the companies’ ac- 
countants in figuring the proper tax 
under the complicated excess profits 
law. The examination of coal com- 
panies has been under way for three 
‘months by a corps of 25 accountants, 
‘especially trained in coal mining ac- 
,;counting problems. 
| Similar studies now are being made 
of the woolen, oll and metal mining 


businesses, and corps of examiners will : 


. be sent into the field soon to survey 
|'these industries. The revenue bureau 
| expects later to undertake examinations 
| of more than a dozen industry groups, 
which showed exorbitant profits last 
year, in the hope of uncovering new 
revenue sources. 

About $6,000,000 additional revenue 
has been obtained for the covernment 


through the examination by the treas- 
ury’s excess profits tax reviewers of 
returns of 1,600 corporations.

SUBMARINE SLNKS 


SCHOONER RUSH. 

A Canadian Atlantic Port, August 
27.—The new American fishing schoon- 
er Rush, of Boston, was sunk yesterday 
morning by*an enemy submarine while 
on the fishing grounds off this coast. 
The crew arrived here safely today on 
board another fishing vessel. 

Captain Quadros, of the Rush, report- 
ed that the submarine came langside 
in a thick fog and that he and his 
crew were ordered to take to small 
boats immediately.
